NOT PLANE, 
UNMANNED 
MISSILE

TEL AVIV. — The Israeli pilotiess 
aircraft which the Syrians claimed 
to have shot down, and which the 
Jordanians claimed landed in their 
territory earlier this week, seems 
to have been no other than a Syrian 
anti-aircraft missile which explod- 
ed in mid-air, after falling short 

of its mark. 

The Syrian Army spokesman an- 
nounced on Sunday that Syrian mis- 
Sile forces had destroyed an Israeli 
pilotless aircraft on a spy mission 
over southern Syria. This was 
promptly denied by the Israeli Army 
Spokesman — who in the past has 
admitted that similar reconnaissance 
eraft have been shot down over 
Egypt. The matter was complicated 
several hours later when ‘an official 
Jordanian communique “corroborat- 
ed” the Syrian statement and claim- 
ed that the pilotless aircraft had 
fallen into Jordanian territory. 

The truth of the matter seems to 
be that what fell into Jordanian 
territory was a Syrian anti-aircraft 
missile — probably a Sam 2 — 
which was one of two fired at around 
the. time the Syriana claimed to 
have shot down the plane.

Al Arab oil ministers, except 
Iraq's, met last night in Tripoli 
to review their partial embargo on 
the ofl supplies to the U.S., but an 
eventual decision to lift the ban re- 
mained uncertain owing to an Arab 
spt the issue. A resolution on 
whether to end the embargo was 
likely to be issued only following 
today’s meetings. 

Cairo’s semi-official “Al-Ahram” 
newspaper said in a front page re- 
port from Tripoli yesterday that 
the ministers were expected to end 
their 15 per cent production cut- 
back and restere normal oi! sup- 
plies to hoth the U.S. and Holland. 
“All indications point to an an- 
nouncement ending the embargo on 
the U.S. in appreciation of its efforts 
to solve the Middle East crisis,” the 
newspaper said, 

The report however came against 
the background of contradictory 
versions issued by Egypt's oppo- 
nents who advocate maintaining the 
embargo pending what they call 
substantial progress over Syria's de- 
mands for a military disengagement 
within the framework of ‘an over- 
all Middle Hast settlement — call- 
ing for an Israel pull-back to the 
pre-1967 frontiers and the restora- 
tion of the rights of the Palestinian 
people. Such voices come from Li- 
bya, Algeria and Syria.

Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir 
will present his estimates for the 
fiscal year 1974-5 in the Knes- 
set this morning. Expenditure 
tops 1135,000m. — yet the bud- 
get is balanced with no draw- 
ings from the Bank of Israel. 

The ‘Treasury is managing 
without any new taxes. However, 
Mr. Sapir wil) make no secret 
in his budget speech that he is 
keeping the long-awaited Added 
Value Tax up bis sleeve. If 
there is inflation, the tax will be 
available to mop up excess pur- 

power. Should there be 
an 8conomic slow-down, however 
(which is also possible in view 
of the many imponderables faced 
this year), the development bud- 
get tonteins a reserve of IL400m. 
which can be activated at short 
notice. 

Provision for defence will come 
to 1L24,500m., which is 12.2,000m. 
less than this year. This reduc- 
tion is made possible because few- 
er reservists are expected to be 
ealiéd up and because most of 
the atms resupply was made dur- 
ing δᾶ since the wartime: air- 
lift from the U.S.

Merchants hit tax rules

The new regulations to be tabled 
by the State Revenue Administra- 


tion are characteristic of a police 


state, and will incite the public to 
rebel against them, the secretary- 
general of the General Merchants 
Association, Moshe Perluk, warned 
yesterday. 

Mr. Perluk made this protest at 
a meeting wtih Moshe Neudorfer, 
director of the State Revenue <Ad- 
ministration. He emphasized that 
these regulations, superfluous in 
normal times, are even more dameg- 
ing at a time when the economy 
as a whole, and wholesale trade in 
particular, faces many uncer- 
tainties.

‘JEWISH OBSERVER’ 
FACES CLOSURE

LONDON. — Britain's only Zion- 
‘ist weekly newspaper. the “Jew- 
ish Observer and Middle East 
Review,” is threatened with clo- 
sure by the Joint Israel Appeal, 
the Jewish Agency's fund-raising 


body in Britain. 
One of the paper's main sources 


of finance, the JIA, has announced 
that it intends to stop its purchase 
of around 7,000 copies weekly from 
the end of September because of 
“escalating costs.” 

Michael Sacher, chairman of the 
JIA, told me that the honorary 
officers of the organization had 
taken this decision at their last 
meeting because “an evaluation of 
the benefits of the journal, which 
is distributed to JIA donors, does 
not justify carrying on with the 
purchase of subscriptions," 

He refused to reveal how much 
the JIA spends on the. paper, but 
pointed out that the last published 
accounts of the fund-rdising body 
showed that in 1971 it contributed 
£29,000. He said that if one takes 
inflation into account the figure 
today would be much higher. It is 
understood that the JIA has re- 
ceived pledges since the Yom Kip- 
pur war totalling £60m. 

The “Jewish Observer” is offi- 
cially the organ of the Zionist 
Federation, whose General Secre- 
tary Sidney Shipton said that “the 
Federation had no intention of per- 
mitting the closure of its vital 


weekly.” 

He said that the paper will con- 
tinue as an important vehicle for 
the dissemination of newa and in- 
formation on Israel and Zionism. 
He said the Federation woubi seek 
alternative financing either in Brit- 
ain or Israel or both. 

The news of the JIA decision 
came as a surprise to many people. 
The editor of the paper, 38-year-old 
Maurice Samuelson, said he had 
not been consulted py the JIA, but 
was “confident that good sense will 
prevail and the paper will emerge 
stronger than ever before from 
whatever discussions may currently 
be taking place.” 

The Jewish Agency representa- 
tive in Britain, Dr. S. Levenberg, 
criticized the decision and said that 
it was “inconcelvable that this 
unique paper should close at ἃ time 
when the importance of Israel's 
public relations is so obvious and 
when the Arabs and the Soviet 
Union are spending millions on 
anti-Israel and anti-Zionist propa- 
ganda.” 

The paper is the successor to the 
fortnightly “Zionist Review” founded 
55 years ago. Previous editors in- 
clude Moshe Pearlman and the late 
Paul Goodman. Sacher's father, the 
late Harry Sacher, was a frequent 
contributor to the paper. In 1952 
the paper, under its new name, be- 
came ἃ weekly and was edited for 
the next 15 years by Jon Kimche. 
Australian-born Samuelson has been 
editor for the past seven years,

countries will almost certainly rally 
to the U.S, leaving France iso- 
lated, if the transatlantic conflict 
forced them to take sides, accord- 
ing to Aled diplomatic officials.

posed to the Nazis, the upper and 
lower tiers of the middle class, the 
academic and clerical establishments 
strongly supported the Nazis, wel- 
comed the Anschluss and looked for- 
ward to a German hegemony in the 
heart of Europe and beyond. 

For the 200,000 or so Austrian 
Jews the Anschluss meant sudden 
doom. Austria had been a strong- 
hold of virulent anti-Semitism 
since the 1880's and became its al- 
ma mater after World War One. 
Tf the hatred of Jews is regarded 
as one of the psycho-pathological 


symptoms of the Nazi regime from 
which the German and Austrian
